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Doctors  in  ignorance 

Congratulations  to  Sir  Frank  Hartley,  Dr  T.  D.  Whittet, 
CBE,  and  Mr  D.  F.  Lewis,  OBE,  all  of  whom  were  named 
in  the  New  Year  Honours  List  (p5).  Each  has  served 
well  the  profession  of  pharmacy  and  has  enhanced  its 
standing  in  the  eyes  of  other  professions  and  the 
nation  as  a  whole;  it  is  therefore  fitting  that  national 
honours  should  be  bestowed  upon  them. 

But  if  1976  went  out  with  pharmacists  bathing  in 
the  reflected  glory  of  some  of  the  profession's  more 
prominent  members  (the  honours  were  announced  on 
the  last  day  of  the  old  year),  1977  came  in  on  January  2 
with  the  profession  once  more  under  attack.  A  "general 
practitioner"  was  given  a  platform  by  The  Sunday  Times 
to  claim  that  the  "chemists'  monopoly"  of  dispensing 
is  harmful  to  patients,  that  few  would  miss  the  chemist's 
shop  if  it  disappeared,  and  that  the  pharmacist's 
advisory  role  in  respect  of  minor  ailments  is 
"debatable"  (p4). 

The  writer  of  the  article  told  C&D  that  one  of  his 
points  arose  from  reading  a  report  on  Tetbury;  he  is 
himself  a  dispensing  doctor,  but  that  "interest"  is  not 
declared  in  the  Sunday  Times  piece.  It  could  well 
be  that  there  will  be  further  such  articles  and  other 
"public  relations"  activity  as  the  rural  doctor  lobby, 
smarting  under  the  Tetbury  outcome,  fights  to  ensure 
that  it  wins  the  "war"  even  if  it  has  had  to  concede 
a  "battle". 

We  do  not  need  to  reply  to  the  latest  attack  to 
C&D's  pharmaceutical  readership,  but  there  is  evidence 
that  many  doctors  are  totally  unaware  of  the 
pharmacist's  role — the  practice,  not  the  theory;  who 
consults  him,  why,  and  what  is  the  guidance  they 
receive.  Only  in  ignorance  could  a  doctor  suggest  that 
"a  chemist  is  not  qualified"  to  give  advice  on  chilblains 
or  piles,  and  that  medicines  "simply  need  handing  out 
or  pouring  out". 

An  identical  viewpoint  comes  from  another  general 
practitioner,  Dr  N.  D.  Mackichan  in  a  new  edition  of 
his  book  "The  GP  and  the  Primary  Health  Care  Team" 
(Pitman  Medical,  price  £6).  He  writes,  in  a  section  on 
prescribing  and  dispensing:  "In  former  days  the  doctor 
employed  a  pharmacist,  but  the  services  of  a  qualified 
person  are  rarely  needed  today.  A  doctor  is  qualified 
to  dispense  or  he  may  delegate  the  work  to  an 
unqualified  assistant  working  under  his  supervision, 
but .  .  .  [he]  should  check  outgoing  drugs." 

No  professional  role  for  the  pharmacist?  Dr 
Mackichan  contradicts  that  later  when,  in  assessing 
relationships,  he  writes  that  "the  pharmacist  operates  as 
a  check  on  the  correctness  of  prescriptions  and  will 
query  any  possible  error  with  the  doctor". 

Such  an  admission  offers  consolation — and  hope. 
But  is  it  always  the  doctor's  fault  that  he  knows  so 
little  of  what  goes  on  in  the  pharmacy?  Patients  will  not 
admit  to  him  that  they  asked  the  pharmacist  first  (the 
old  chestnut  about  the  pharmacist's  assumed  "bad" 
advice  being  "He  told  me  to  come  and  see  you  doctor" 
is  too  near  the  truth  to  be  really  funny)  and  few  doctors 
make  it  their  business  to  find  out  about  the  pharmacist's 
function  or  training. 

The  burden  must  therefore  fall  upon  the  pharmacist 
to  take  the  message  to  the  doctor  through  personal 
contact.  Active  promotion  of  pharmacy  could  be  a 
valuable  New  Year  resolution  for  all — proprietors, 
multiple  managers  or  assistant  pharmacists. 
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Chemists'  dispensing 
monopoly  'is  harmful' 


The  Pharmaceutical  Society  and  the 
National  Pharmaceutical  Association  are 
writing  to  The  Sunday  Times  in  reply  to 
an  article  published  in  the  paper's  Opinion 
column  this  week  which  charged  that  the 
chemists  "monopoly"  of  dispensing  is 
"harmful  to  patients",  and  that  chemists 
shops  "would  not  be  missed". 

The  article,  by  Dr  Adrian  Rogers, 
begins:  "Will  anybody  miss  the  chemist's 
shop?  Perhaps  for  nostalgic  reasons  some 
may.  Certainly  as  a  personal  and  friendly 
salesplace  for  private  purchases  such  as 
perfumes,  hot  water  bottles,  toothpastes 
and  patent  medicines  it  is  second  to  none. 
For  advice  about  minor  ailments  its  role 
is  debatable  and  for  dispensing  medicines 
the  chemist's  shop  is  simply  an  anachro- 
nism." 

Dr  Rogers  claims  that  the  pharmacist's 
dispensing  art  has  gone  because  medicines 
today  are  pre-packed  or  already  made  up. 
"They  simply  need  handing  out  or  pouring 
out  and  that  can  most  conveniently  be 
done  at  the  place  they  were  prescribed — 
the  surgery.  After  all,  when  the  chemist  is 
shut  it  is  the  doctor  who  has  to  find  the 
medicine  anyway."  He  concludes  that  re- 
questing the  doctor  to  dispense  "may  help 
him  to  help  you." 

Doctor  claims  not  'anti-chemist' 

Dr  Rogers,  who  qualified  in  1972,  is  a 
partner  in  a  group  practice  at  Stratford- 
TJpon-Avon  which  dispenses  for  some 
patients.  Contacted  by  C&D  on  Tuesday, 
he  said  he  was  not  "anti-chemist"  but 
"pro-patient";  he  felt  that  some  patients 
— about  one  a  day  possibly — had  difficulty 
in  getting  their  prescriptions  dispensed  and 
it  would  be  a  lot  more  convenient  for  them 
to  have  their  prescriptions  dispensed  from 
the  surgery;  he  would  also  be  satisfied  if 
chemists  delivered  those  difficult  prescrip- 
tions. He  also  felt  it  debatable  whether 
chemists  served  a  useful  purpose  by  giving 
advice  on  simple  remedies;  they  could  be 
delaying  the  patient  from  seeing  a  doctor. 

Asked  about  the  dispensing  side  of  the 
practice,  Dr  Rogers  said  the  dispensing 
was  done  by  one  of  the  receptionists  who 
had  been  "trained  up".  The  practice 
seemed  to  manage  without  having  to 
dispense  medicines  which  required  fresh 
preparation,  and  a  wholesaler  supplied 
regularly. 

In  his  article,  Dr  Rogers  wrote:  "The 
Pharmaceutical  Society  threatens  to  open 
up  new  chemists'  shops  where  previously 
there  were  none  and  thus  curtail  dispens- 
ing by  local  doctors.  Let  them.  If  patients 
find  it  more  convenient  to  take  their  pre- 
scripions  to  the  chemist  then  thriving 
business  and  pleased  customers  will  result. 
Threatening  to  use  this  invidious  monopoly 
however  is  quite  unnecessary  and  by 
insistence  that  all  patients  have  to  come  to 
the    chemists's    shop    many  unfortunate 


people  will  suffer."  Asked  where  he 
obtained  the  "information  about  the 
Society"  he  said  he  had  read  it  in  an  article 
on  the  Tetbury  dispute,  but  he  accepted 
that  it  would  be  pharmacists  individually 
who  would  be  setting  up  such  shops  and 
not  the  Society.  However,  he  did  state  his 
opposition  to  the  "one  mile"  rule. 

Pharmacists  complain 

On  Tuesday,  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
had  over  50  complaints  from  pharmacists 
about  the  article,  which  the  president,  Mr 
J.  P.  Bannerman,  has  criticised  as  being 
"remarkably  ill-informed."  Writing  to  The 
Sunday  Times  he  pointed  out  how  much 
the  public  appreciate  their  local  phar- 
macists, as  proved  by  the  reaction  to  the 
Tetbury  dispute.  A  survey  carried  out  over 
two  days  in  20  pharmacies  had  shown  that 
600  people  specifically  asked  for  the  phar- 
macist's advice  on  various  complaints  and 
Mr  Bannerman  questioned  whether  doc- 
tors would  welcome  the  vast  influx  of 
patients  into  their  surgeries  if  people  were 
unable  to  see  their  pharmacists,  or  if  the 
public  would  tolerate  the  inconvenience  of 
seeing  a  doctor  every  time  the  baby 
"teelhs  or  coughs". 

Describing  how  "many  potential  trag- 
edies are  averted  simply  because  the  phar- 
macist, society's  drug  expert,  stands 
between  the  patient  and  the  doctor,"  Mr 
Bannerman  asked  how  doctors  would  store 
the  wide  range  of  drugs  necessary. 

"Dr  Rogers  asks  for  the  pharmacists' 
monopoly  to  be  ended  giving  way  inevit- 
ably to  the  doctors'  monopoly.  He  has 
totally  failed  to  prove  that  doctors  have 
the  skills,  the  time  or  the  facilities  to 
cope,"  he  concluded. 

Mr  Donald  Royce,  NPA  chairman,  in 
his  letter  to  the  newspaper's  editor,  said 
Dr  Rogers'  attack  was  the  more  deplorable 
when  its  sole  motivation  was  the  financial 
gain  accruing  to  the  doctors  who  took 
away  pharmacists'  dispensing  remunera- 
tion. He  explained  how  pharmacies  were 
subjected  to  regular  inspection  and  testing, 
procedures  so  far  rejected  by  dispensing 
doctors.  "Is  [Dr  Rogers]  really  so  arrogant 
as  to  claim  that  mistakes  in  prescribing  do 
not  occur  and  is  he  so  foolish  as  to  believe 
that  these  mistakes  will  be  picked  up  by 
untrained  and  unqualified  personnel  at  the 
supply  level?" 

Turning  to  inconvenience  to  the  patient, 
Mr  Royce  pointed  out  that  rota  services 
were  available  to  cope  with  late  surgeries 
and  asked  what  would  happen  to  patients 
unable  to  visit  the  surgery  if  the  doctor 
did  not  have  the  medicines  required.  "Like 
many  things,  the  pharmacy  is  taken  for 
granted  until  it  disappears  and  then  the 
outcry  is  tremendous."

Society  writes  to  MP 
after  analgesics  question 

The  Pharmaceutical  Society  has  written  to 
Mrs  Winifred  Ewing,  MP,  following  a 
Parliamentary  answer  she  was  given  on 
analgesics  sales  (last  issue  p850). 

Mr  Roland  Moyle,  Minister  for  Health, 
gave  her  three  reasons  why  the  Medicines 
Commission  had  changed  its  mind  about 
the  proposed  ban  on  self-service — and  the 
Society  criticises  all  three  in  the  letter  to 
Mrs  Ewing.  One  reason  given  was  that 
analgesics  would  normally  be  in  child- 
resistant  packaging;  the  letter  claims  that 
the  Commission  has  "jumped  to  a  pre- 
mature and  unsupported  judgment"  be- 
cause such  packaging  has  only  just  been 
introduced  on  a  wide  scale  and  in  the  UK 
has  not  yet  stood  the  test  of  time.  The 
Society  had  examples  of  child-resistant 
containers  being  used  incorrectly. 

Mr  Moyle  also  stated  there  was  no 
correlation  between  the  method  of  sale  of 
a  medicine  and  its  role  in  accidental 
poisoning.  The  Society  points  out  that  dis- 
playing analgesics  attractively  besides 
cosmetics  encouraged  housewives  to  buy 
"just  in  case" ;  parents  as  well  as  children 
needed  educating  that  medicines  should  be 
treated  with  respect. 

Finally,  Mr  Moyle  suggested  that  the 
educational  effects  of  a  ban  on  self-service 
would  not  outweigh  the  resulting  social 
disadvantages.  The  Society's  letter  claims 
it  is  "total  nonsense"  to  suggest  the  public 
would  suffer  from  a  ban  on  self-service 
and  adds  that  the  Society  ;s  not  trying  to 
stop  supermarket  sales  of  analgesics. 
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High  honours 


for  pharmacy 


Three  well-known  pharmacists  were 
honoured  in  the  New  Years  Honours  list 
last  week;  one  of  them — Dr  Frank  Hartley, 
CBE,  vice-chancellor,  University  of 
London — being  made  a  Knight  Bachelor 
"for  services  to  pharmacy".  In  addition 
Dr  T.  D.  Whittet,  chief  pharmacist, 
Department  of  Health,  is  awarded  the 
CBE,  and  Mr  D.  F.  Lewis,  secretary  and 
registrar,  Pharmaceutical  Society,  the  OBE. 

Achievements 

Dr  Hartley  qualified  in  1932  and,  after 
experience  in  academic  and  industrial  phar- 
macy in  1962  he  was  invited  to  become 
dean  of  school  of  pharmacy,  University  of 
London,  a  position  he  retired  from  last 
September.  He  was  appointed  University 
of  London  deputy  vice-chancellor  in  1974, 
the  same  year  being  awarded  with  the 
Society's  Charter  Gold  medal;  he  was 
elected  vice-chancellor  in  March  last  year. 

Having  published  more  than  20  original 
research  papers  during  his  career,  Dr 
Hartley  became  a  member  of  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia  Commission  in  1953,  and 
also  became  the  first  pharmacist  to  chair 
the  Commission  when  it  was  reconstituted 
in  1970.  A  founder  member,  in  1969,  of 
the  Medicines  Commission,  he  was  made 
a  CBE  in  1970.  He  has  also  served  for 
long  periods  on  the  council  of  the  Royal 
Institute  of  Chemistry,  being  elected  its 
president  in  1965. 

Dr  Whittet,  who  qualified  in  1937,  was 
group  chief  pharmacist  and  lecturer  in 
pharmacy  at  University  College  Hospital 
and  Medical  School  for  18  years  before 
being  appointed  deputy  chief  pharmacist, 
Ministry  of  Health,  in  1965;  he  later 
became  chief  pharmacist,  in  April  1967, 
on  the  retirement  of  Dr  H.  Davies.  The 
author  of  a  number  of  research  papers,  Dr 
Whittet  was  awarded  his  PhD  by  the 
faculty  of  medicine,  University  of  London, 
in  1958,  the  year  he  was  promoted  to  the 
livery  of  the  Society  of  Apothecaries. 

Elected  a  council  member  of  the  Royal 
Society  of  Medicine's  section  on  the  history 
of  medicine  in  1962,  he  later  became  its 
secretary  and,  in  1965,  he  became  a  mem- 
ber of  the  International  Academy  for  the 
History  of  Pharmacy.  He  is  a  past- 
president  of  the  British  Society  for  the 
History  of  Pharmacy  and  still  serves  on 
its  committee.  Elected  member  of  the 
New  York  Academy  of  Sciences  in  1963, 
Dr  Whittet  has  lectured  to  pharmaceutical 
gatherings  world-wide  including  the 
American  Society  of  Hospital  Pharmacists, 
the  Royal  Spanish  Academy  of  Pharmacy 
and  the  Portuguese  Pharmaceutical  Society. 
Among  honorary  degrees  he  has  received 
are  doctorates  of  science  from  Bath  Uni- 
versity and  the  University  of  Aston. 

Mr  Lewis,  who  was  appointed  the 
Society's  secretary  and  registrar  in  June, 
1967,  served  his  apprenticeship  with  Mr

T.  J.  Williams,  Fishguard,  and  qualified  in 
1945  from  the  school  of  pharmacy,  Uni- 
versity of  London.  After  spending  seven 
years  with  Glaxo  Laboratories  Ltd,  Green- 
ford,  Middlesex,  he  joined  the  Society's 
administrative  staff  in  1951,  being  called 
to  the  Bar  by  the  Honourable  Society  of 
Grays  Inn  in  1958.  He  was  appointed 
assistant  secretary  in  1960.  He  was  also 
secretary  to  the  Society's  Statutory  Com- 
mittee for  about  three  years  prior  to 
becoming  secretary  and  registrar,  and  has 
served  as  a  member  of  the  council  of  the 
school  of  pharmacy,  University  of  London. 

Also  in  the  list,  Dr  L.  G.  Goodwin,  who 
originally  trained  as  a  pharmacist,  is  made 
a  Companion  of  the  Order  of  St  Michael 
and  St  George,  "for  services  to  the  study

of  tropical  diseases".  Gaining  his  B  Pharm 
from  the  Society's  school  in  1935,  he 
returned  there  after  training  as  a  teacher 
and  later  gained  his  MB  BS  while  work- 
ing in  the  laboratories  of  the  Wellcome 
Bureau  of  Scientific  Research.  In  1958  he 
became  director  of  the  laboratories,  which 
had  been  renamed  Wellcome  Laboratories 
of  Tropical  Medicine,  and  in  1964  became 
the  first  director  of  the  Nuffield  Institute 
of  Comparative  Medicine  at  the  Zoological 
Society.  Dr  Goodwin  was  elected  a  Fellow 
of  the  Royal  Society  last  March. 

Delay  in  London  campaign 

The  London  "return  unwanted  medicines 
campaign"  will  not  take  place  in  the  spring 
as  originally  planned.  The  steering  group, 
representing  the  four  health  regions  in- 
volved, is  to  meet  on  January  12  to 
decide  what  action  to  take. 

A  spokesman  for  the  South  West 
Thames  Regional  Health  Authority  de- 
scribed arrangements  as  still  "tentative". 
Meanwhile  local  branches  of  the  Society 
with  plans  already  at  an  advanced  stage 
will  go  ahead  with  their  own  collections. 

The  aim  was  to  organise  a  co-ordinated 
campaign  which  would  attract  the  atten- 
tion of  London  television,  radio  and  even- 
ing papers  as  it  was  felt  such  a  scheme 
would  carry  more  impact  than  a  series  of 
campaigns  occurring  across  London  at 
different  times.  Pharmacies  were  to  act  as 
collection  points. 


NHS  share  rising— multiples  gain  ground 


The  proportion  of  chemists'  total  turnover 
represented  by  National  Health  Service 
receipts  is  still  rising,  according  to  the 
latest  A.  C.  Nielsen  bulletin. 

The  research  organisation  reports  that, 
during  the  September-October  1976  period, 
NHS  receipts  were  47  per  cent  of  total 
turnover  for  multiples-Co-operatives  (ex- 
cluding Boots)  compared  with  40  9  per  cent 
for  the  same  period  in  1975;  57  6  per 
cent  for  large  independents  (51  1  per  cent) 
and  56  per  cent  for  small  independents 
(53  3  per  cent).  Comparison  with  the  pre- 
vious year's  figures  is  not  strictly  reliable 
because  small  independents  have  since  been 
reclassified  by  Nielsen  but  as  all  groups 
show  a  higher  NHS  proportion  the  con- 
clusion appears  justified. 

Average  weekly  NHS  receipts  during  the 
period  were  £738  for  multiples-Co- 
operatives; £1,033  for  large  independents 


and  £494  for  small  independents.  This  rep- 
resents a  5  per  cent  gain  on  the  July- 
August  period  for  multiples-Co-operatives ; 
1  per  cent  decrease  for  large  independents 
and  no  change  for  small  independents. 

The  average  number  of  prescriptions 
dispensed  per  shop  in  August  and 
September,  respectively,  was:  Multiples- 
Co-operatives  1,853  and  2,029;  large  in- 
dependents 2,636  and  2,874 ;  small  indepen- 
dents 1,272  and  1,348. 

Weekly  cash  takings  for  September- 
October  averaged  £771,  £739  and  £294, 
representing  a  12  per  cent  reduction  for 
multiples-Co-operatives  and  large  indepen- 
dents over  the  July-August  period  but 
only  a  7  per  cent  reduction  for  small  in- 
dependents. The  total  sterling  volume  was 
£136  201m,  whilst  the  relative  share  of  the 
groups  changed  little  between  the  periods 
and  from  1975. 
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Manufacturer  refutes  charges 
over  drug  promotion 


Stuart  Pharmaceuticals  have  defended  their 
promotion  methods  for  Tenormin  follow- 
ing attacks  in  The  Guardian  this  week 
concerning  the  advertising  of  the  drug  to 
doctors. 

On  Monday,  Hugh  Hebert  criticised 
advertisements  for  Tenormin,  manufac- 
tured by  Stuart  Pharmaceuticals  Ltd, 
which  quoted  two  references  claiming  that 
"Tenormin  is  almost  as  well  tolerated  as 
placebo"  and  "Many  patients  on  Tenor- 
min have  reported  a  '.  .  .  feeling  of  well 
being  .  .  .'  and  in  fact,  are  happy  to  con- 
tinue a  normal  life-style".  Both  reports 
were  favourable  to  the  drug,  says  Mr 
Hebert,  but  between  them  covered  only 
32  patients,  most  of  them  in  Sweden,  over 
relatively  short  periods.  A  two-day  sym- 
posium to  take  place  later  this  month  is 
also  criticised  because  several  hundred 
doctors  have  been  invited,  with  bed  and 
board  paid  for  by  the  company.  He  says 
the  question  for  the  pharmaceutical  com- 
panies is:  "How  do  you  hard-sell  a  product 
which  took  eight  years  and  over  £5m  to 
develop,  while  staying  inside  the  ethical 
boundaries?" 

Mr  Bill  Milligan,  marketing  manager 
for  Stuart  Pharmaceuticals  Ltd,  is  quoted 
as  saying  that  he  would  supply  free  infor- 
mation to  any  doctor  who  requested  it 
and  that  the  small  number  of  patients  in 
the  studies  in  no  way  raised  questions  on 
the  validity  of  the  results.  Mr  Hebert 
believes  the  way  Tenormin  is  promoted  is 
important  because  of  recent  concern  over 
the  reactions  linked  with  beta-blockers. 

Sufficient  controls? 

An  editorial  comment  on  Tuesday  said 
that  Mr  Hebert's  report  raised  three 
questions:  "Is  there  sufficient  control  over 
the  pharmaceutical  industry's  promotion 
budget?  Is  the  industry's  advertising  code 
of  practice  tough  enough?  Is  there  suffic- 
ient control  over  licensing  new  drugs?" 

Two-day  conferences,  all  paid,  were 
"moving  towards  the  lusher,  further  shores 
of  sales  promotion".  While  such  "boon- 
doggles" continued  the  drugs  industry 
could  not  expect  much  sympathy  for  its 
protests  against  the  Government's  intended 
promotional-cost  cuts.  In  a  year  of  finan- 
cial restraint,  the  money  wasted  on  narrow 
professional  advertising  was  deeply  disturb- 
ing. "To  judge  from  the  present  flow  of 
free  samples — about  £2  millions  worth — 
gifts  and  hospitality,  the  cut  could  come 
rather  faster  than  over  the  intended  three- 
year  period."  The  author  continues:  "In- 
adequate control  over  new  drugs  has  led 
to  iatrogenesis  (diseases  of  medical  prac- 
tice). Britain  still  relies  on  a  small  group 
of  distinguished  doctors  ...  to  vet  new 
prescriptions.  A  proper  medical  service 
bases  its  treatment  on  evidence,  not  on  the 
the  authority  of  the  doctor — or  advertiser." 
□    Mr    Hunt,    spokesman    for  Stuart 


Pharmaceuticals  Ltd,  told  C&D  that  many 
of  The  Guardian's  statements  did  not 
apply  to  Stuart  Pharmaceuticals  Ltd  and 
that  the  overall  impression  was  mislead- 
ing. The  total  medical  research  bill  in  ICI 
pharmaceuticals  division  was  about  £20m 
per  year  but  a  new  medicine  was  unlikely  to 
be  found  more  frequently  than  once  every 
three  or  four  years.  When  patients  with 
hypertension  and  angina  were  being 
treated  in  a  placebo-controlled  study,  the 
numbers  had  to  be  kept  small  and  the  trial 
of  short  duration.  The  two  trials  quoted 
were  carried  out  by  international  experts 
and  the  company  now  had  details  on  more 
than  6,000  patients  confirming  that  side 
effects  with  Tenormin  were  of  "a  very 
low  level". 

Following  the  reports,  Mr  lack  Ashley, 
MP.  is  urging  the  Social  Services  Secretary 
to  set  up  an  inquiry  into  promotion  of 
new  drugs,  according  to  Wednesday's 
Guardian.  In  his  letter  Mr  Ashley  also 
asks  for  the  inquiry  to  cover  the  use  of 
new  drugs  by  doctors  and  the  system  for 
reporting  side  effects. 

Doctor  campaigns  to  end 
health  service  misuse 

A  Cardiff  doctor  is  campaigning  to  en- 
courage self-medication  and  stop  patients 
wasting  their  general  practitioners'  time. 

Dr  Graham  Westall  has  produced  car- 
stickers  with  the  slogan  "End  health  ser- 
vice misuse"  because  he  feels  people  are 
too  eager  to  seek  medical  advice  for  trivial 
complaints.  "Doctors  regularly  get  called 
out  to  see  patients  with  colds,"  he  told 
C&D.  adding  that  they  were  not  prepared 
to  treat  themselves  for  minor  ailments 
such  as  "half  a  day's  back  pain". 

Dr  Westall  feels  that  a  charge  for  pri- 
mary health  care  would  not  discourage 
patients  genuinely  in  need  of  treatment. 
"At  present  they  are  discouraged  by  the 


queues  in  the  surgery."  He  believes  the 
Department  of  Health  should  campaign 
for  better  health  education  so  that  the 
public  would  know  which  symptoms 
needed  medical  advice. 

Price  increases  in  Mallory 
photo  batteries  forgone 

Purchasers  of  Mallory  photographic  bat- 
teries have,  since  October  1,  paid  about  28 
per  cent  less  than  they  would  otherwise 
have  done  because  of  an  undertaking 
given  by  the  company  following  the  Mono- 
polies Commission's  report  on  primary 
batteries.  That  was  stated  in  the  Commons 
by  Mr  John  Fraser,  Minister  of  State  for 
Prices  and  Consumer  Protection,  before 
the  Christmas  recess. 

The  Commission's  report,  published  over 
two  years  ago  (C&D,  November  16,  1974, 
p686)  had  found  a  monopoly  situation  in 
that  Mallory  Batteries  Ltd  supplied  more 
than  one  third  of  all  mercury  batteries  in 
the  UK  and  Ever  Ready  supplied  more 
than  one-third  of  all  zinc-carbon  batteries. 

According  to  Mr  Fraser,  Mallory  agreed 
to  forego  two  increases,  justifiable  under 
the  Price  Code,  of  about  16  and  19  per 
cent  in  the  prices  of  their  photographic 
batteries,  and  has  now  undertaken  not  to 
increase  the  cost  of  the  PX1,  RM401R, 
PX640,  PX625,  PX675,  PX400,  PX23, 
7H34  and  PX14  types  of  photographic 
batteries  in  future,  except  to  the  extent 
necessary  to  cover  increases  in  the  cost  of 
producing  and  supplying  those  batteries 
incurred  after  July  I,  1976.  Mallory  have 
also  undertaken  not  to  increase  the  prices 
of  any  of  their  other  batteries  in  order  to 
recover  cost  increases  incurred  before  July 
1,  1976  for  the  photographic  batteries. 

The  Commission  had  suggested  that  Ever 
Ready  consider  means  of  rectifying  the 
"substantial  ignorance"  of  the  public  of  the 
appropriate  uses  for  HP  zinc-carbon 
batteries.  Mr  Fraser  said  that  the  company 
is  now  printing  considerably  more  informa- 
tion, on  both  the  batteries  and  their  car- 
tons, on  the  uses  for  which  the  batteries 
are  most  suited.  On  the  Commission's 
suggestion  that  both  companies  introduce 
a  "use  before"  datemark  on  both  zinc- 
carbon  and  mercury  batteries,  Mr  Fraser 
added  that  it  would  raise  serious  technica 
difficulties,  and  he  was  satisfied  that  the 
companies'  own  internal  stock  control  and 
distribution  systems  ensured  that  there  was 
very  little  likelihood  of  a  user  being  sold 
a  "stale"  battery. 


Scottish  computer  system  to  check  for  pricing  errors 


The  central  checking  unit  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical General  Council  (Scotland)  has 
set  up  a  system — using  a  high  power  com- 
puter— to  monitor  net  ingredient  cost  as 
a  check  on  pricing. 

Announcing  that,  the  Council's  annual 
report  recalls  that  there  has  been  some 
concern  recently  about  several  large  errors 
which  had  been  discovered  by  the  check- 
ing unit  caused  by  machining  errors  in  the 
summation  of  net  ingredient  costs.  The 
computer  system  would  monitor  the  net 
ingredient  cost  of  every  contractor's  pre- 
scriptions on  a  monthly  basis,  and  by 
reference  to  the  previous  12  month  period, 
to  estimate  within  narrow  limits  what  the 
value  of  the  net  ingredient  cost  ought  to 


be  for  a  current  month.  Arrangements! 
were  being  made  to  check  the  machining! 
of  any  bundle  where  the  actual  value  of 
ingredients  deviates  substantially  from  the 
predicted  value. 

The  report  reveals  that  the  unit  checked 
over  425,000  prescriptions  during  the  past 
year,  which  is  about  1-3  per  cent  of  all 
prescriptions  dispensed  in  Scotland;  where 
the  net  sum  of  all  the  errors  exceeded  0-5 
per  cent  of  the  total  value,  or  £10,  the 
contractors'  payments  were  suitably 
adjusted.  Some  203  monthly  bundles  were 
examined;  in  176  the  pricing  was  satis- 
factory, and  27  bundles  were  referred  back 
to  the  pricing  bureaux  for  correction,  22 
under — and  five  overpayments.

News  in  brief 

□  Patients  are  dying  in  Zambian  hospitals 
because  of  a  shortage  of  drugs,  according 
to  Chifumbe  Chintu,  chairman  of  Zambia 
Medical  Association. 

□  An  advisory  and  consulting  service  for 
on-line  analysis  of  process  streams  has 
been  set  up  at  the  Department  of  Indus- 
try's Warren  Spring  Laboratory,  Gunnels 
Wood  Road,  Stevenage. 

□  The  Beckenham,  Kent,  pharmacy  of 
R.  Peters  had  its  front  window  damaged 
in  the  gas  blast  which  wrecked  the  laundr- 
ette  in  Chancery  Lane,  Beckenham,  on 
Monday.  However  the  owner  of  the  phar- 
macy, Mr  Desai,  told  C&D  that  the 
damage  was  merely  an  inconvenience  and 
that  his  insurance  would  cover  it. 

□  Latest  reports  from  the  Universities 
Central  Council  on  Admissions  indicate 
that  the  number  of  applicants  wishing  to 
study  pharmacy  this  October  is  little 
changed  from  the  previous  year.

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Topical  reflections

Counter  prescribing 

Your  recent  report  of  the  December  meeting  of  the  Council  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  indicates  that  some,  at  least,  of  the  members 
favour  a  discussion  on  the  subject  of  counter-prescribing.  It  was  suggested 
that  the  general  practice  session  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference 
would  provide  a  suitable  platform.  It  appears,  from  your  editorial  comment, 
that  there  is  a  feeling  that  the  schools  of  pharmacy  do  not  provide  sufficient 
guidance  for  the  student  in  that  direction.  But  how  far  is  it  possible  to  give 
adequate  and  reliable  guidance? 

Mr  J.  P.  Kerr  was  concerned  that  an  address  to  the  Conference  of  a 
little  more  than  half-an-hour's  duration  might  sound  like  "dealing  with  a  lot  of 
trivia".  I  am  inclined  to  agree  with  both  Mr  Kerr  and  with  Mr  J.  A.  Myers, 
who  felt  that  at  one  time  prescribing  was  fairly  safe.  Mr  Myers  is  reported 
as  adding  that  modern  drugs  could  be  prescribed  without  a  good  deal  of 
background  training,  and  I  am  not  sure  that  I  follow  that  argument.  The 
question  must  surely  be  one  of  definition. 

Dr  D.  H.  Maddock's  suggestion  that  counter  prescribing  presented  no 
problems  for  the  experienced  pharmacist  of  20  years'  standing  seems 
over-simplified,  for  even  a  physician  of  that  much  experience  can  be 
mistaken  in  his  diagnosis — and  that  with  opportunities  for  assessment 
denied  to  the  pharmacist  who,  at  the  best,  can  only  act  in  accordance  with 
what  the  customer  tells  him.  Dr  Maddock  thought  it  was  the  newly-qualified 
towards  whom  the  session  should  be  slanted.  But  the  newly-qualified  has 
not  been  trained  to  do  the  work  of  the  physician  and  would  be  well-advised 
to  persuade  the  sufferer  to  seek  medical  advice. 

It  would  also  be  sound  to  advise  the  young  pharmacist  that  his  knowledge 
of  drugs  might  be  most  usefully  employed  in  dissuading  his  customer  from 
an  assumption  that  the  persuasive  voice  on  the  television  necessarily 
knows  best.  I  have  long  held  the  view  that  the  pharmacist  stands  protectively 
between  the  public  and  over-indulgence  in  self  medication,  but  that  does 
not  necessarily  mean  that  the  pharmacist  himself  should  diagnose  and 
prescribe.  He  is  not  trained  in  diagnosis  and  can  only  treat  symptoms. 

Observation 

In  that  connection  it  is  perhaps  well  to  remind  ourselves  of  a  story  of  Dr 
Abercrombie.  Dr  John  Brown,  in  an  essay  on  Locke  and  Sydenham,  wrote: 
"Dr  Abercrombie,  visited  a  man  who  was  labouring  under  what  was 
considered  malignant  disease  of  the  stomach  .  .  .  The  doctor  walked  into 
the  room  in  his  odd,  rapid,  indifferent  way,  scrutinised  all  the  curiosities  on 
the  mantlepiece,  and  then,  as  by  chance,  found  himself  at  his  patient's 
bedside;  but  when  there  his  eye  settled  upon  him  intensely,  his  whole 
mind  busily  at  work.  He  asked  a  few  questions,  spoke  with  great  kindness, 
but  briefly."  On  coming  back  to  consult,  he  told  the  surgeon  and  a  student 
that  the  mischief  was  all  in  the  brain,  and  the  stomach  affected  merely 
through  it. 

Time  proved  that  the  diagnosis  was  correct.  The  young  student  ventured 
to  ask  Abercrombie  what  it  was  in  the  look  of  the  man  that  made  him 
know  at  one.  "I  can't  tell  you,"  said  Abercrombie;  "I  can  hardly  tell  myself, 
but  I  rest  with  confidence  upon  the  exactness  and  honesty  of  my  past 
observations.  I  remember  the  result,  but  I  can't  put  you  or,  without  infinite 
trouble,  myself,  in  possession  of  all  the  steps."  The  student  asked  if  it  would 
not  be  a  great  saving  if  he  could  tell  others.  "It  would  be  no  such  thing", 
was  the  reply.  "It  would  be  the  worst  thing  that  could  happen  to  you.  You 
would  not  know  how  to  use  it." 

Knowledge,  application,  observation  and  experience  all  went  into  the 
diagnosis.  Would  I  have  given  him  a  stomach  mixture?

Coppertone  range 

Plough  (UK)  Ltd  announce  the  launch  of 
Coppertone  suntan  products.  Coppertone 
has  never  been  sold  in  the  UK  before 
owing  to  problems  surrounding  the  brand 
name  (see  below);  however  it  is  said  to  be 
a  brand  leader  around  the  world  and  to 
have  the  largest  sale  of  any  sun  care  range. 

It  is  sold  in  52  countries  and  has  been 
successful.  Plough  UK  believe,  mainly 
because  of  the  degree  of  protection  the 
product  gives  and  for  the  "delightful" 
perfume. 

There  are  seven  basic  products,  all  con- 
taining homomenthyl  salicylate,  a  well- 
proven  absorber  of  ultraviolet  light,  while 
Shade  and  baby  tan  also  contain  a  second 
sun-screen  for  particularly  delicate  skins. 
All  the  products  include  ingredients  which 
help  prevent  skin  dryness  caused  by  sun, 
wind  and  water. 

Coppertone  oil.  for  the  person  who  tans 
easily  and  requires  minimum  protection 
(factor  2),  comes  in  115ml  (£1-08)  and 
220ml  (£185)  sizes.  Coppertone  lotion 
(factor  4)  contains  moisturiser  and  is  in 
the  same  sizes. 

Coppertone  cream  (80ml  tube  £0-85)  is 
said  to  provide  better  resistance  to  being 
washed  off  during  bathing  than  many 
other  products.  Coppertone  Shade,  des- 
cribed as  ideal  for  skins  sensitive  in  the 
sun,  contains  two  screening  agents  (factor 
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6)  and  comes  in  a  lotion  form  (1 15ml, 
£1-20).  Coppertone  tanning  butter,  factor 
2,  is  presented  in  aerosol  spray  (115ml, 
£1-55)  and  jar  (45g,  £0-95)  and  has  been 
developed  for  people  who  tan  easily.  The 
aerosol  sprays  a  "frosted  mist"  which 
melts  into  a  clear  liquid  on  the  body  and 
covers  easily ;  the  jar  contains  a  product 
looking  like  butter. 

Baby  tan  lotion  has  been  developed  to 
protect  babies  and  young  children  (factor 
6)  and  contains  two  screens  plus  moisturi- 
ser (115ml,  £1-20).  Coppertone  Tan  Care 
(170ml,  £1-55)  is  the  after-sun  product  in 
the  range  and  contains  no  sun  screen ;  it 
is  rich  in  moisturisers  and  helps  to  stop 
the  skin  flaking  and  peeling,  thus  prolong- 
ing the  tan.  Tan  Care's  perfume  is  dif- 
ferent from  that  of  the  rest  of  the  range 
because  Plough  found  people  like  to 
have  a  different  perfume  for  the  evening. 

Plough  have  acquired  the  Coppatan 
trade  mark  and  Kathleen  Court  (England) 
Ltd  have  ceased  to  supply  this  product, 
although  existing  trade  stocks  may  be  sold 
to  the  public. 

The  Coppertone  range  is  an  addition  to 
the  existing  QT  and  Suddentan  products 
which  Plough  already  market  in  the  UK 
(Plough  (UK)  Ltd,  Penarth  Street,  London). 

Ultima  II  from  Charles  Revson 

Three  new  products  will  be  added  to  the 
Skim  Milk  collection  from  Charles  Revson 
in  March.  A  facial  soap  recommended  for 
normal  to  oily  skin  types,  a  deep  pore 
facial  scrub  and  a  night  creme.  A  new 
formula  lip  gloss,  said  to  be  exclusive  to 
the  CHR  cosmetic  collection,  is  to  be 
introduced  in  March  in  four  colour  com- 
binations. 

A  new  one  phase  CHR  make-up  in  seven 
shades  will  be  brought  out  in  April  to 
replace  the  two  phase  foundation  intro- 
duced last  year. 

The  company  will  also  be  launching 
what  they  describe  as  "a  total  face  make- 
up concept  in  pencils"  in  May.  There  will 
be  39  shades  for  use  on  eyes,  lips  and 
cheeks.  The  formulations  vary  according 
to  their  specific  use ;  eye  shadow  pencils 
are  double  ended  in  matching  cream  and 
frosted  or  fashion  co-ordinated  shae'es ; 
eye  liner  pencils,  eye  brow  colour  sticks, 
lip  pencils  and  cheek  pencils  (Revlon 
International  Corporation,  86  Brook  Street, 
London  W1Y  2BA). 
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Ravina  action  on  'copies' 

Ravina  Ltd  say  that  they  had  to  take  legal 
action  twice  during  1976  against  two  com- 
panies selling  copies  of  their  products.  In 
both  cases  the  products  had  been  made  in 
Hong  Kong  and  action  is  being  instituted 
against  the  manufacturer  via  the  Hong 
Kong  government. 

The  company  points  out  that  many  of 
the  hair  decorations  in  their  own  Ravina 
and  Miss  MufTet  ranges  are  exclusive 
designs  and  as  such  are  protected  by  the 
Copyright  Act  1956  and  the  Designs  Copy- 
right Act  1962.  A  new  Ravina  catalogue 
is  being  issued  to  clarify  which  products 
are  protected  by  these  Acts.  Ponytail  bows 
and  padded  ponytail  holders  are  the  two 
products  involved  so  far. 

Injunction  over  Charlie 
trade  mark  infringement 

Revlon  (Suisse)  SA  and  Revlon  Overseas 
Corporation  have  obtained  an  injunction 
against  Fifth  Avenue  Perfumery  Co  Ltd, 
in  the  High  Court  of  Justice,  Chancery 
Division,  restraining  them  from  infringing 
the  Charlie  trade  mark.  The  order,  made 
on  December  17,  contains  the  statement: 
"until  after  Tuesday  11  January  1977  or 
until  further  order." 

Charlie,  the  Revlon  brand  launched  in 
the  UK  only  two  years  ago,  now  claims 
brand  leadership  in  the  £45m  British  per- 
fume market.

The  discovery

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Three  new  Fellows  and  an 
honorary  Member  elected 


rhe  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
pi  Northern  Ireland  has  elected  Mr  H.  G. 
Dampbell,  Mr  N.  C.  Cooper  and  Mr  J. 
Paul  to  be  Fellows,  and  Mr  D.  F.  Lewis, 
secretary  and  registrar  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
ical  Society  of  Great  Britain,  to  be  an 
lonorary  Member  of  the  Society. 

Mr  Campbell  was  president  of  the 
Society  in  1958-59,  is  a  member  of  the 
Society's  Statutory  Committee,  a  past 
;hairman  of  the  Northern  Ireland  Local 
Pharmaceutical  Committee  and  is  also  a 
past-president  of  the  Ulster  Chemists' 
Association.  He  is,  at  present,  a  member 
Df  the  Northern  Health  Board,  and  has 
taken  an  active  interest  in  local  affairs, 
being  a  past  chairman  of  Ballymoney 
Urban  Council. 

Mr  Cooper  is  chief  pharmaceutical 
Dfficer  of  the  Department  of  Health  and 
was  president  of  the  Society  in  1963-65.  He 
nas  had  experience  in  teaching,  as  well  as 
n  hospital  and  general  practice  pharmacy. 
He  was  the  first  chairman  of  the  Society's 
Future  of  Pharmacy  Committee,  and  took 
a  particular  interest  in  education,  playing 
an  important  part  in  the  negotiations 
which  led  to  the  establishment  of  a 
Department  of  Pharmacy  in  the  Queen's 
University  of  Belfast.  For  a  number  of 
years  he  served  on  the  Society's  Statutory 
Committee.  On  a  number  of  occasions  he 
has  given  talks  on  the  history  of  pharmacy 
in  Ireland,  a  subject  on  which  he  has  done 
much  research. 

Mr  Paul  was  president  of  the  Society  in 
1970-71.  He  ran  his  own  pharmacy  in 
Newry  until  it  was  destroyed  by  terrorist 
action  in  1972.  A  regular  attender  at 
Council  meetings  despite  the  dangers 
involved  in  travelling  to  and  from  Newry, 
he  was  attacked  once,  but  he  managed  to 
escape.  For  many  years  he  was  a  member 
of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Ulster 
Chemists'  Association,  being  president  in 
1962.  He  also  served  for  some  time  on  the 
Local  Pharmaceutical  Committee. 

Good  friend  of  the  Society 

It  was  stated  of  Mr  Lewis  that  he  had 
been  a  good  friend  of  the  Northern 
Ireland  Society  for  the  past  25  years  and 
a  frequent  visitor  to  Ulster.  The  abolition 
of  the  Northern  Ireland  Parliament  and 
the  application  of  Westminster  legislation 
to  Ulster,  together  with  the  establishment 
of  the  Commonwealth  Pharmaceutical 
Association  and  of  the  EEC  Pharmacy 
Group,  had  created  problems  for  Northern 
Ireland  which  could  not  have  been 
resolved  without  the  help  and  understand- 
ing of  Mr  Lewis.  He  is  recognised  as  an 
able  administrator  who  is  possessed  of  an 
abundance  of  tact  and  personal  charm. 

At  last  month's  Council  meeting,  the 
president,  Mr  J.  Chambers,  reported  the 
sudden  death  of  Mr  A.  T.  Hardy,  presi- 
dent in  1965-67.  Mr  Hardy  was  the  first 


student  to  qualify  alter  registering  as  an 
apprentice  when  the  Society  was  estab- 
lished ;  his  father  had  been  president  of 
the  Society  in  1928-29.  He  took  a  keen 
interest  in  educational  matters  and  readily 
made  available  to  the  Council  his  wide 
experience  of  financial  investments  for  the 
benefit  of  the  charities  it  administered.  A 
keen  golfer,  he  was  a  president  of  Knock 
Golf  Club.  Council  stood  in  sympathy  as 
a  token  of  respect. 

Health  centre  rent  changes 

A  letter  had  been  received  from  the 
Department  of  Health  informing  the 
Council  that  the  present  method  of  assess- 
ing the  rental  for  independent  contractors 
in  health  centres  based  on  the  notional 
loan  charge  concept  was  to  be  abandoned 
and  replaced  by  a  charge  based  on  the 
current  market  rent  as  assessed  by  the 
district  valuer.  The  change  would  take 
effect  when  the  five-yearly  review  stage 
was  reached  in  each  case.  Mr  Chambers 
said  that  was  one  of  the  matters  discussed 
when  representatives  of  the  Society  met 
the  Minister  of  State,  Mr  D.  Concannon, 
last  June ;  he  understood  the  change  would 
be  to  the  advantage  of  the  pharmacists 
conducting  health  centre  pharmacies. 

The  secretary,  Mr  W.  Gorman,  reported 
receipt  of  a  copy  of  Statutory  Rules  of 
Northern  Ireland  1976  Nos  341  and  342. 
The  first  was  the  Poisons  List  (Amend- 
ment) Order  (Northern  Ireland)  1976  and 
the  second  the  Poisons  (Amendment) 
Regulations  (Northern  Ireland)  1976. 

A  letter  from  the  Department  of  Health 
invited  nominations  for  membership  of 
each  of  the  four  health  boards.  The  full 
name,  address,  approximate  age,  present 
occupation,  particulars  of  professional 
experience  and  information  about  any 
other  public  or  voluntary  service  were 
required,  but  only  the  names  of  those 
willing  to  serve  should  be  submitted.  The 
Department  was  anxious  to  have  sufficient 
nominations  for  use  when  casual  vacan- 
cies arose  during  the  next  two  year  period 
of  board  membership.  It  was  agreed  to 
refer  the  matter  to  the  General  Purposes 
Committee. 

Professor  P.  F.  D'Arcy  submitted  the 
next  part  of  the  post-qualification  and 
training  programme  for  pharmacists  during 
1976-77.  A  course  of  eight  Wednesday 
evening  lectures  had  been  arranged  on  the 
fundamental  pharmacology  and  thera- 
peutics of  some  drugs  acting  on  the  central 
nervous  system,  each  to  be  held  8-9.30  pm 
at  the  Medical  Biology  Centre,  Lisburn 
Road,  Belfast  BT9  7BL  as  follows: 
Physiology  of  the  central  nervous  system 
by  Professor  I.  C.  Roddie  (January  19); 
Drugs  and  the  relief  of  pain  by  Mr  P.  S. 
Collier  (January  26); 

Drugs  and  sleep:  Which  hypnotic?  by  Mrs 
M.  Singleton  (February  2); 


General  anaesthetics  by  Professor  J.  W. 

Dundee  (February  9); 

Tranquillisers  and  tranquility  by  Dr  J.  G. 

Swanton  (February  16); 

Drug  treatment  of  depression  by  Dr  D.  J. 

King  (February  23); 

Drug  treatment  of  epilepsy  by  Professor 
G.  W.  Fenton  (March  2); 
Drug  interactions,  reactions  and  the  CNS 
by  Professor  D'Arcy  (March  9). 

A  letter  from  a  number  of  research 
students  stated  that  in  Great  Britain  pro- 
vision had  been  made  whereby  PhD 
students  could  satisfy  the  practical  train- 
ing requirement  by  undertaking  six  months' 
training  in  the  academic  department  of  a 
recognised  university  together  with  six 
months'  period  in  a  community  pharmacy. 
The  Society's  regulations  in  Northern 
Ireland  did  not  give  recognition  to  such  a 
six  months'  period  of  university  training. 
The  research  students  concerned  were 
reluctant  to  undertake  practical  training 
in  Great  Britain  as  they  wished  to  con- 
tinue pharmacy  in  Northern  Ireland.  The 
letter  asked  if  the  necessary  change  in 
the  Northern  Ireland  regulations  could 
be  made. 

Mr  Gorman  asked  if  the  academic 
training  undertaken  at  Queen's  University 
would  be  recognised  by  the  Great  Britain 
Society  as  he  was  under  the  impression 
that  that  Society  could  recognise  only 
training  undertaken  in  Great  Britain.  Pro- 
fessor D'Arcy  said  inquiries  had  revealed 
that,  since  the  Queen's  University  degree 
in  pnarmacy  was  recognised  by  the  Great 
Britain  Society,  service  in  the  University's 
Department  of  Pharmacy  by  PhD  research 
students  would  be  recognised  as  practical 
training.  It  was  agreed  to  submit  the  matter 
to  the  Education  Committee. 


Old-established  Ml 
pharmacy  destroyed 

An  old-established  Northern  Ireland  phar- 
macy was  destroyed  in  pre-Christmas  civil 
disturbance  in  the  province.  The  ruined 
premises,  Grattons  Chemists  Ltd,  31  Uni- 
versity Road,  Belfast,  had  retained  many 
traditional  features  including  a  large 
mahogany  screen  with  a  built-in  clock 
and  with  the  words  "compounding  depart- 
ment'' prominently  displayed. 

At  about  11  am  on  December  22,  two 
armed  youths  entered  the  shop,  primed  a 
bomb  and  told  the  staff  they  had  five 
minutes  to  get  out.  One  of  the  lady  assis- 
tants, at  great  risk  to  her  own  safety, 
alerted  about  20  people  who  occupied  the 
offices  on  the  two  floors  above  the  phar- 
macy, and  the  whole  building  was  evacu- 
ated before  the  bomb  went  off  15  minutes 
later.  Grattons  intend  to  rebuild  the  shop, 
which  existed  before  1850,  to  resemble  the 
original  as  nearly  as  possible,  including 
restoring  the  ionic  columns,  which  were  a 
feature  of  the  pharmacy's  exterior. 

Another  victim  of  the  disturbances  was 
Mr  Neville  Berry  of  183  Shankill  Road, 
Belfast,  who  was  shot  in  the  foot  while 
resisting  two  gunmen  who  entered  his  shop 
on  December  18  and  stole  the  day's 
takings.  Last  week  prompt  action  by  Mr 
J.  A.  Murphy,  manager,  Mooney's 
Chemists,  2  Antrim  Road,  Belfast,  saved 
his  pharmacy ;  he  carried  a  bomb  placed 
in  the  shop  to  nearby  wasteground.  The 
bomb  was  later  defused  by  the  Army.

Commons  debates  problem 
of  pharmacy  closures 

rhe  decline  of  pharmacies  and  its  implica- 
ions  were  discussed  in  the  Commons  on 
December  23.  Mr  Arthur  Palmer  raised 
he  subject  in  relation  to  his  Bristol 
:onstituency  but  the  discussion  extended  to 
:over  the  problem  nationally. 

He  said  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  had 
quoted  that  from  15,300  pharmacies  in 
1955  there  were  just  over  11,000  last  year. 
He  suggested  that  competition  from 
nultiples  and  inflation  raising  the  replace- 
ment price  of  stock  were  to  blame.  '  Chem- 
sts  are  paid  by  the  Government — who  are 
lever  in  a  hurry  to  pay  anybody  if  they 
:an  avoid  it — three  months  in  arrears." 
rhis  meant  that  the  small  men  were 
Iriven  to  requesting  expensive  bank  loans 
tnd  were  not  always  successful. 

According  to  Mr  Palmer's  informants 
3ibbs  and  Evans  Gadd,  two  wholesalers, 
lsed  to  grant  three  months'  credit  and 
ifter  securing  the  chemists'  allegiance 
'squeezed"  the  chemist  by  reducing  the

irescription.  The  attitude  of  Governments 
las  been  that  the  pharmacist  is  just  another 
hopkeeper.  He  said  that  when  the  notional 
alary,  which  he  thought  was  £5,000  per 
innum,  was  compared  to  the  national 
iverage  wage  of  £3,000-£4,000  there  did 
lot  seem  to  be  a  great  difference.  "We  can 
lardly  say  that  the  pharmacist  is  over- 
ewarded." 

Mr  Palmer  said  the  immediate  result  of 
;roup  practice  development  was  to  con- 
entrate  dispensing  in  or  around  the  health 
entre,  leaving  other  areas  in  the  same 
ity  denuded.  It  would  therefore  be  com- 
non  sense  to  have  a  properly  planned 
ervice  by  pharmacists. 

Minister's  'high  regard' 

n  reply  Mr  Roland  Moyle,  Minister 
or  Health,  said  he  had  the  highest  possible 
egard  for  the  professional  services  that 
iharmacists  contribute  to  the  running  of 
he  NHS  and  that  he  would  like  to  see 
hem  enhanced.  The  main  reason  for  the 
lecline  seemed  to  be  a  change  in  shopping 
iabits  where  customers  make  more  pur- 
hases  in  main  shopping  centres.  This  may 
>e  a  growing  trend  or  perhaps  increasing 
ravel  costs  would  alter  or  reverse  it.  The 
elay  in  payments  was  handled  by  the 


Prescription  Pricing  Authority  and  the 
Government  had  recently  mounted  an 
exercise  to  improve  its  speed  of  reaction. 

Asked  about  the  wholesalers  credit 
restrictions  Mr  Moyle  said  he  thought  that 
with  speedier  pricing  by  the  PPA  the 
matter  should  be  eased  considerably.  He 
said  the  Department  was  discussing  with 
the  Pharmaceutical  Services  Negotiating 
Committee  the  problems  of  small  pharma- 
cies in  both  urban  and  rural  areas  and 
hoped  that  it  could  be  seen  that  the 
Department  was  doing  its  best  to  support 
the  pharmaceutical  service. 

A  spokesman  for  Sanger  Group  told 
C&D  this  week  that  they  had  not  changed 
their  trading  terms  for  a  number  of  years. 

□  Mr  Robert  Woof  asked  Mr  David 
Ennals,  Secretary  for  Social  Services,  how 
many  NHS  contract  pharmacies  closed  or 
ceased  NHS  dispensing  in  1973,  1974  and 
1975,  and  the  number  of  pharmacies  on 
the  Northern  Region  Health  Authority 
Executive  Council  lists.  Mr  Ennals  replied 
that  the  net  reductions  were  240,  192  and 
199  respectively  and  at  the  end  of  1975 
there  were  634  pharmacies  on  the  NRHA 
Family  Practitioner  Committee  lists. 

'Curb  registration  fees'  call 

Mrs  Joyce  Butler  asked  the  Secretary  for 
Social  Services  if  he  would  ask  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  to  avoid  further  in- 
creases in  premises  registration  by  curtail- 
ing its  costs.  Mrs  Butler  said  that  fees  had 
increased  by  almost  120  per  cent  since 
January  1976. 

Mr  Roland  Moyle,  Minister  for  Health, 
replied  that  the  fees  would  be  increased 
with  effect  from  January  1,  1977,  by  10 
per  cent  over  the  level  set  in  June  1976 
but  before  then  there  had  been  no  in- 
crease for  over  five  years. 

NHS  central  purchasing? 

The  system  of  prescribing  in  the  Family 
Practitioner  Service  does  not  lend  itself 
to  central  purchasing,  Mr  Roland  Moyle, 
Minister  for  Health,  told  Mrs  Millie 
Miller,  who  had  asked  if  the  possibility  of 
its  institution  would  be  investigated.  Mr 
Moyle  added,  in  the  written  Commons 
reply,  that  the  majority  of  pharmaceutical 
and  medical  supplies  required  by  hospitals 
are  bought  under  regional  or  area  con- 
tracts and  the  levels  of  such  purchases 
and  the  possibility  of  central  purchasing 
are  continuously  reviewed. 

□  Sales  of  pharmaceuticals,  dressings  and 
appliances  to  the  NHS  (England)  amounted 
to  £192m  in  1972;  £215m  in  1973;  £257m 
in  1974;  £333m  in  1975  (provisional)  and 
for  the  same  years,  the  growth  rate  of 
pharmaceutical  preparations  and  chemicals 
was  10  per  cent;  21  per  cent  -  21  per  cent; 
23  per  cent. 

Those  details  were  given  by  Mr  Ennals, 
Secretary  of  State,  in  reply  to  Mr  Robert 
Woof.  Mr  Ennals  also  said  that  sales  pro- 
motion expenditure  in  the  UK  by  com- 
panies with  over  £lm  sales  of  NHS  phar- 
maceuticals was  £38 -4m  in  1974,  and 
exports  of  pharmaceutical  chemicals  and 
preparations  amounted  to  £282m  in  1974 
and  £346m  in  1975.  Close  links  are  main- 
taind  between  the  Department  and 
industry  to  ensure  that  home  needs  are 
met,  and  increasing  exports  are  achieved. 


New  Patents  Bill  would 
retain  'Section  4V 

The  Patents  Bill — given  its  first  reading 
in  the  House  of  Lords  just  before  the 
Christmas  recess — fails  to  repeal  Section 
41  of  the  Patents  Act  1949,  which  enables 
applicants  to  obtain  compulsory  licences 
for  patents  relating  to  medicines. 

The  new  Bill  gives  effect  to  the  pro- 
posals in  the  White  Paper  on  Patent  Lav/ 
Reform  published  nearly  two  years  ago 
(C&D,  April  26,  1975,  p573).  Clause  49 
provides  for  the  granting  of  a  licence 
under  the  patent  to  any  applicant  on  such 
terms  as  he  thinks  fit,  where  a  patent  is 
in  force  on: — a  substance  used  as  or  in 
production  of  a  food  or  medicine,  a  pro- 
cess for  producing  such  a  substance  or  an 
invention  capable  of  being  used  as  or  as 
part  of  a  surgical  or  curative  device.  In 
settling  the  terms  of  such  licences,  the 
comptroller  would  have  to  ensure  that 
food,  medicines  and  surgical  devices  would 
be  available  to  the  public  at  the  lowest 
prices  consistent  with  the  proprietor  of  the 
patent  deriving  reasonable  advantage  from 
his  patent  right. 

The  Bill  also  establishes  a  new  Patents 
Court  as  part  of  the  High  Court  and  gives 
effect  to  certain  international  patent 
treaties.  The  Association  of  the  British 
Pharmaceutical  Industry  has  been  urging 
the  Government  for  some  time  to  repeal 
Section  41,  as  recommended  by  the  Banks 
Committee  in  1970. 

Script  charges  to  50p? 

Mr  Reg  Prentice,  in  his  resignation  speech 
in  the  Commons  on  December  21,  said  he 
could  not  see  any  real  hardship  in  asking 
the  majority  of  his  constituents  to  pay  40p 
or  50p  per  prescription  item.  Mr  Prentice 
criticised  the  Government's  failure  to 
raise  prescription  charges  to  this  level 
rather  than  replace  some  hospitals  for 
example — a  need  more  urgent  to  him.  Mr 
Prentice  resigned  from  his  office  as 
Minister  for  Overseas  Development. 


A  new  use  for  Gillette's  Foamy  shaving 
cream.  Actors  John  Shedden  and  Ian 


Ireland  are  hurling  shaving  cream  pies  at 
each  other  in  the  Laurel  and  Hardy  play 
running  at  the  Mayfair  Theatre,  London. 
The  traditional  custard  pies  used  to  be 
made  from  eggs,  sugar,  flour  and  soap 
but  these  days  apparently  it  is  easier  to 
make  them  with  Foamy  shaving  cream. 
They  are  believed  to  be  more  accurate 
and  the  resultant  mess  easier  to  clean  up 
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Progress  on  a  broad  front 
by  Wellcome  Foundation 

The  Wellcome  Foundation  Ltd  report  that 
sales  have  increased  in  all  four  operating 
regions  in  the  year  to  August  28,  the  total 
of  £290m  being  an  increase  of  36  per  cent 
over  the  previous  year.  Of  this  increase, 
£21  m  is  due  to  the  declining  value  of 
sterling  in  reation  to  other  currencies,  but 
the  total  sales  figure  represents  real  pro- 
gress. Of  the  £20m  profit  after  tax,  80  per 
cent  has  been  retained  to  finance  future 
expansion. 

Expenditure  on  research  and  develop- 
ment rose  to  £23m  from  £16m  in  the 
previous  year,  the  retiring  chairman,  Mr  A. 
A.  Gray,  report;.  The  Wellcome  prosta- 
glandin research  group  has  discovered  a 
hormone  generated  in  the  walls  of  blood 
vessels  which  prevents  the  formation  of 
thrombi  and  gives  better  understanding  of 
the  biochemical  changes  which  may  lead 
to  vascular  disease. 

The  American  subsidiary.  Burroughs 
Wellcome  Co,  has  risen  from  fourteenth 
to  twelfth  in  sales  volume  of  all  phar- 
maceutical companies  operating  in  the 
USA.  A  strong  improvement  in  sales  has 
been  achieved  in  Latin  America,  especially 
in  Brazil  where  all  previous  records  have 
been  broken.  Foot-and-mouth  disease 
vacc're  continues  to  dominate  there.  In 
Europe,  despite  varying  degrees  of  infla- 
tion, no  significant  price  increases  were 
granted  during  the  year,  but  by  increasing 
the  sales  volume,  Wellcome  raised  the 
overall  profits.  Extended  facilities  for 
veterinary  products  have  gone  into  pro- 
duction at  Friesoythe  in  West  Germany, 
where  the  Wellcome  company  is  now  the 
the  third  largest  in  the  veterinary  market. 

The  group  continues  to  consolidate  its 
position  in  the  UK  prescription  market, 
and  Wellcome  products  now  account  for 
one  in  ten  of  all  prescriptions  in  the  sectors 
where  the  group  has  a  product  to  offer. 
Good  progress  has  been  maintained  with 
the  capital  expenditure  programme  at 
Dartford  where  the  final  major  building 
is  approaching  completion.  Over  the  past 
five  years  a  total  of  £!5m  has  been  in- 
vested in  this  site.  Two-thirds  of  its  output 
is  exported.  At  Crewe,  the  final  stages  of 
the  capital  expenditure  programme  have 
been  completed  and  the  new  packaging 
hall  has  commenced  operation. 

Hay  &  Baker  open  new 

packaging  half  at  Norwich 

A  new  pharmaceutical  packaging  hall  at 
May  &  Baker's  Norwich  factory,  recently 
completed  at  a  cost  of  £250,000,  has  been 
formally  opened  by  the  Rt  Hon  David 
Ennals,  Secretary  of  State  for  Social  Ser- 
vices. It  complies  with  the  requirements 
of  the  .Medicines  Act,  and  great  care  has 
also  been  taken  to  ensure  a  pleasant  work- 
ing atmosphere  for  the  60  operatives,  five 


supervisors  and  the  chemist  and  pharma- 
cist in  charge  of  the  five  production  lines. 

The  packaging  hall  covers  an  area  of 
10,000  sq  ft  on  the  upper  floor  and  con- 
sists essentially  of  the  production  area, 
supervisors'  offices,  amenities  and  a  work- 
shop for  engineering  craftsmen  responsible 
for  maintenance.  Conditioned  air  flows  into 
the  hall  from  vents  in  the  false  ceiling;  the 
colour  on  walls  and  ceiling,  the  photo- 
graphic murals  and  the  terrazo  tiled  floor 
provide  an  attractive  decor.  An  enclosed 
passageway  at  first  floor  level  links  the 
amenity  area  direct  to  the  factory  canteen. 

Seton  Group  jubilee 

A  company  celebrating  its  own  jubilee  in 
the  Queen's  Silver  Jubilee  year  is  the  Seton 
Group  which  developed  following  the 
creation  of  an  alternative  to  flat  bandages 
in  the  form  of  tubular  dressings. 

The  technical  break-through  came 
almost  by  accident  when  Ivor  Stoller,  the 
group's  founder,  was  toying  with  some 
tubular  knitted  cotton — he  slipped  it  over 
his  finger,  doubled  it  back  to  form  a 
second  layer  and  realised  he  had  made  a 
perfect  bandage.  The  idea  was  patented  as 
Tubiton  and  became  the  prototype  out  of 
which  his  £100  company  was  to  create  the 
whole  range  of  tubular  products  that  now 
forms  the  broad  basis  of  a  £3+  million 
turnover,  with  exports  to  more  than  100 
countries.  Later  products  included  Tubi- 
grip  (designed  to  replace  crepe  bandages), 
Tubifoam  and  Tubipad. 

The  company  began  manufacture  of  its 
own  around  1960  and  has  since  acquired 
Bateman-Jackson,  the  medical  division  of 
Dalmas  Ltd  and,  later,  S.  W.  Price 
(Plastics)  Ltd  which  has  been  built  up  into 
a  leading  supplier  of  disposable  appliances 
for  medical  use.  The  group  is  still  an 
independent  family  concern  and  has  re- 
mained largely  self-financing.  Mr  Norman 
Stoller,  managing  director,  has  set  the 
group  the  objective  of  making  export  sales 
represent  70  per  cent  of  total  manufacture 
in  the  years  ahead.

Citrates  to  be  dearer 

London,  January  5:  Trading  has  been 
minimal  because  of  the  holiday — plus  the 
fact  that  stocktaking  at  many  establish- 
ments has  caused  buyers  to  hold  off 
except  for  immediate  needs.  Most  prices 
have,  therefore,  been  repeated. 

Normally  the  beginning  of  the  year 
sees  new  prices  for  a  crop  of  pharma- 
ceutical chemicals.  So  far  only  citric  acid 
and  citrates  have  been  announced  and 
they  apply  to  one  manufacturer  from 
February  1.  The  1,000-kg  rate  for  hydrous 
acid  will  go  up  from  £646  to  £698  and 
potassium  citrate  from  £757  to  £830.  Con- 
tract rates  are  £5-00  metric  ton  lower. 
The  last  time  the  same  supplier's 
schedules  were  raised  was  October  1976. 

Exchange  control  rules 

Merchants  and  brokers  are  still  struggling 
with  the  situation  resulting  from  new 
exchange  control  rules  announced  by  the 
Treasury  a  few  weeks  ago.  The  changes 
related  to  the  provision  of  sterling  finance 
by  banks  in  the  United  Kingdom  where 
one  overseas  Sterling  Area  country  is 


trading  with  another,  and  for  trade 
between  those  countries  and  other  non- 
scheduled  territories.  The  alterations 
were  designed  to  end  the  provision  of 
such  finance  and,  at  the  same  time,  to 
terminate  the  use  by  UK  merchants  of 
official  exchange  to  finance  trade 
between  any  of  the  non-scheduled  terri- 
tories. [Scheduled  territories  are  UK, 
Channel  Isles,  Republic  of  Ireland  and 
Gibraltar]. 

Sterling  credit  provided  by  UK  banks 
for  foreign  trade  is  now  restricted  to  the 
financing  of  trade  between  the  rest  of 
the  world  and  the  scheduled  territories. 
In  line  with  that  restriction,  UK  merchants 
are  allowed  to  pay  non-residents  for 
goods  onsold  to  other  non-residents  only 
with  foreign  currency  borrowed  for  that 
purpose. 

New  crop  menthol  is  about  to  be 
shipped  from  Brazil  but  the  offers  so  far 
indicate  no  weakening  in  price.  Against 
the  better  position  of  sterling  viz-a-viz 
the  dollar,  must  be  set  a  10  per  cent 
increase  in  freight  charges  levied  from 
the  beginning  of  the  month.

No  doubt  some  enthusiastic 
members  will  try  to  remind  suitable  per- 
sonnel of  wealthy  companies  that  their 
good  seeds  could  be  fruitful  and  produce 
eve  i  better  progress  for  them  in  the 
iuture.
